Baltimore Day. 

One of the leading men in America in 
theatrical matters, when it was proposcnl 
to bring out the Passion Play at nis thea- 
ter, tiirnt'».l to the stage manager and asked : 

" Dut, t-ee hei e— how many ( haiactcrs 
will there be? I want to Unow. ' 

"Well, sir, tlit-re'il be onr Lord, you 
know, and Caiphas, the high priest, and 
Nicodemus, ana Pontius Pilot, and twelve 
dif?ciples " 

"Twelve I twelve disciples! On my 
stage? I'll have forty of 'era I" 

Of course, when a liianajrer is reckless 
enoukdi to tliink of amending the evange- 
lists in the wholesale way to suit the di- 
mensions of his sta>:e (granting that he 
knew, which was douotful. tli<» actual 
numl)er oi the di.sciples he would not be 
likely to respect any author's manuscript 
of his iileas. And, indeed, few managers 
ever think of doing any such thing. Their 
standing order in regard to plays fs "Cut 
cut I cut I" and a Tli 1 id 1 (hia manager,! 
who enjoyed the fame of reducing Speed 
the Plow to a single act, used to carry this 
practice so far that a member of his com- 
pany once said of him : C. would 'cut' 
the Lord's prayer down to a single sen- 
tence." The manager spoken of above is 
rather notorious for his slips of the tongue. 
He is very much afraid of the water, and 
coming to New York from Boston one 
Slormv night on a sound steamer, he is re- 
ported to have exclaimed as the boat 
reached her pier: ••Thank heaven ! I am 
on vice versa once more." 

The late Artemus Ward (Charles F. 
Browne), knew what he was about when 
he courted the company of actors and 
journalists .so assiduously. He took from 
them nuu h more than he gave, good com- 
panion as he was, and it was the actors 
who tauglit him to give expression to his 
irresistible tiow of siiirits in a succession 
of practical jokes of a harmless sort, yet 
eoinica! bevuiid incnsrive liv their vci'v od- 
dity and unexpectedness. "Come in here ! 
come in here I" said he one day in Boston 
to the companion walking with him. 
*' Come in here; we will have some fun." 
It was a Boston pie-bakery which they en- 
tere<l — a place where pies'were a specialty 
— where |)ie8 and nothintr but pies were 
sold, wholesale and retail, all the live-long 
dav. Browne approached the counter, 
behind which the jiroprietor of the estab- 
lishment was standing, and asked, in liis 
bland, insinuating voice: **Ha«^you any 
{lies?" "Pies!" replied the a.stounded 
proprietor. "Yes, pies." "Pies!!" re 
peated the man, still more dumbfounded. 
"Of course — pies! Have you any— pies?" 
"PieH I ! !" gasped the shopman once more, 
gazing at Browne as if he thought him an 
escaped lunatic. "Oh, well, if you haven't 
gut any pies, I'll intjuire somewhere else. 
Cuine, .lack !" an<l lie murclieU his friend 
out of tlie sho]» again hnfore the salOBman 
( ould rectjver his wits. 

Artemus delighted to tillip the sed^ite 
respectability of Boston while loving (he 
l)lace sincerely. One <lay, in the early af- 
noon, having a lecture to deliver that even- 
ing, some of his friends concluded that he 
would not be able to talk so well at night 
if he kept on talking in front of the bar at 
the Parker House. They accordingly in- 
sisted on having an immediate adjourn- 
ment, and Artemus, suspecting the game, 
determined to revenge hiiuBelf. He locke<l 
arms with two gcntemoii very well know n, 
in<let'd, in the city— one a manag< r of the 
lea«liiig theater tlie other a public oltieer, 
high m the eonfidenoe and books of tlie 
Connnonwealth, and walked off w ith them 
along the city's moit crowded and fashion- 
able thoronghtare. Acting as if he was in 
the custody uud needed the care of his 
companions, and making his voice con- 
npicuously loud, Artewus b^gan : "Gen- 
tieiueu, you are probably awiiro that the 
noble red man, the incomparable sayage 
of our plains, forests, ^ud mountain iast- 
nesB^s, whom I havf . /itudled closely in 
nativo wilda, liM vanoiif, #Qft40t:9f 



pressing tfie emotions swelT his gentDrous 

bosom, and of giving voice tdthe ceremc- 
nial inherited from an immemorial ances- 
try. His cries and his dances are equally 
peculiar, and he has a particular sort of 
wlioo[) for each particular occasion. The 
s?alp dance, the war dance, the beer dance, 
the dance of skul!seach has it^ appropriate 
halloo, and so has the feast of the moon, 
the harvest feast, and so forth. But no 

can i?We 

you an idea of these vigorous cries. They 
must be heard to be appreciated, and to 
him who has never heani them thev are 

startling as the revelation (d* a lit'e-time. 
In illustration of w hat I have said, gentle- 
men, I will now proceed to give you an 
imitation of the yell of the noble savage as, 
tomali;i\vk in hand, lie springs exultant 
from hi.s ambu.sh upon the astounded 
foes." 

Therenpoti Browne execuited a startling 
and tremendous war-who )p, which made 
people turn for blocks round, ami drew 
upon him the attention of thousands. 

"I will now give you," said Artenius, 
after regaining his breath, "a faint imita- 
tion of the warrior's cry as he letiinis to 
to his wigwam, the scalp ot his slain 
enemv dangling in gorv gluistliness at his 
belt."' 

Another war-whoop, and t!ius thescami» 
kept up his game for a while or so, until 
his friends got him at last to his hotel. 

It was in 1863 that the Duke'd :Motto was 
first play e. I in New York. It had been im- 
ported—the English translation— by an 
Irish aytor ^NFcDonnell, who intended play- 
ing "L'agardere." William Wheatley, how- 
ever, who brought it out, took the part of 
' Lagardere" hiinMlf, McDonnell as "Car- 
rickfergus." 

AVhile the i)iece was being played the 
draft riots broke out and busmess fell off 
to almost nothing. Wheatley wanted to 
close the house, but his contract forbade 
it, so he fell sick conveniently, and Mc- 
DonncU's ambition was sai'stied, he play- 
ing " Laganlere," and Doyle, another of 
the company, acting Carrickfergus." 
They played, however, to les.s than would 
pay for gas bills, ami at jast Wheatlev 
locked the house up in absolute disgust. 
Old Man Saulsl'ury.a tiuaint musii'ian and 
Briton, was in the orchestra at the time. 
Some one said to him: " Why, Saulsbury, 
I see your house is closed. What's the 
matter?" " Well, you see," he replied, 
slowly, "M< Donnell, he undertook to play 
'Lagaidere,' and Doyle he undertook to 
play 'Carrickferj^'us,' and the tWO under- 
takers have buried the piece." 

Indeed, almost all actors who are really 
wedded to their profession, unconsciously 
learn to think their life upon the boards 
the real one, and all else only (counterfeit 
and tinsel. This makes them miscalculate 
the actual proi>ortion of things, but heli)s 
them to become delightful companions. 
Joseph Jefferson, charming gentleman and 
most natural and unatfecced of nil actors, 
is yet nearly as much an actor oli tliet^age 
as on-:-in both places, however, perfeoTy 
aware of the force of the maxim, "art est 
celare artem." Some actors, imieed, carry 
their art with them to the very brink of 
the dark river. Eph Horn, the famous 
jester and minstrel, when he was dying, 
was under the generous care of big-heartetl 
Tony Pastor. He sufl'ered much, and 
Tony was afraid his nervoussystem would 
break down. "Nowt old man," said he, 
"1 know you'll do the best you can. All 
of us have to face this sort of musii- some 
day or another. There's no help for it. 
Yoo always were a ])lucky chap, ilttd I 
know voii ain't ftoTflg to fluak now ; are 
you, ^h?" "Well, Tony, nX); I reckon 
not. There isn't an y use in kicking against 
the pricks ; besides," whisin red the f)ld 
minstreli with a feeble attempt at a smile, 
"you know I always was a ^ood 'end 
man.' " And with this tie turh^ over 
and died.

The TELEGRAPir Ship Chiltern', off 
Alexandria, July 13— 8:.30 a. m. — Alex- 
i andria has been evacuated and the city 
is in flames. The telegraph ship Chiltern 
has been ordered to take up a position 
near thi neutral fleets. ' 

I.nvDON, Julv in— 10 a. m.— In a tele- 
gram sent at U;i^5 a. m.. Admiral Seymour 
confirms the report of the evacuation of 
Alexandria. The entire garrison with- 
drew under the Hag of truce, leaving the 
Bedouins to fire and pillage the town. 
The Decoy has gone to Fort Said to ascer- 
tain the state of affairs there. 

Alexandria, July 13—9:48 A. M.— The 
Egyptian army is greatly demoralized and 
in full retreat towards the interior. The 
European quarter of the town, including, 
the Exchange and telegraph oflftce, are ut- 
terly destroye-l. The city was set on fire ' 
by released convicts, who committed hor- 
rible atrocities. 

The telegraph ship Chiltern is crowded, 
with survivors, who fought their way to 
the beach from whence the boats of the , 
fleet removed them. Thev report having 
passed a dreadful night, defending them- 1 
selves desperately. ^ , 

One hundred' Europeans and other , 
Christia'ns in the Ottoman Band and the i 
adjoining btiildings were massacred. 

Fart of the fleet is now leaving for Port 
Said. 

Alexandria, July 13—10 A. M.— -The| 
European quarter is burned. Hundreds > 
have neen killed in the streets. Two thou- 1 
sand were killed in the forts during the 
bombardment. The fleet has entirely sus- 
pended action. Evidently there is no gov- , 
ernment to deal with. The city is given 
over to anarchy and pilhige.
